EUROPEAN STOCK MARKETS RE­ 
FLECT

Highway Commission Will 
Show How Good Roads 
Are Built During 
Fair Week

TO TAKE THE STAND 


NEW YORK. Aug. I — J. P ie r. 
pont Morgan will not be forced to 
take the stand in defense of tho 
gigantic child of bis financial ge­ 
nii! 3, the Steel T rust, 
before thi 
Stanley Congressional comm ittee. 
The com m ittee today decided tha 
w’hile it would be glad to hear some 
“explanations’’ from the “em peror” 
of Wall street, it w ill not delay its 
report lf Morgan Is not avaiable whe: 
the investigation has been compter 
ed. The steel m agnate is new in Eu 
rope and betrays no anxiety to re 
turn to the United States. 
If b 
returns before the com m ittee com 
pletes its work he 
will 
be sum 
moned. 
The question of im m unity is air 
agitating the com m ittee in regard 
to Morgan as well as other prospec­ 
tive witnesses in th© investigation. 
The investigators are not desirous 
am ong fin an ces, w-ho m ight later 
be called into court. 
George W. Perkins, form er confi­ 
dential henchm an, who was served 
with a subpoena yesterday, is re­ 
lied upon by the com m ittee as a 
star witness. 
C. P. Perrine, w-ho examined th* 
Birmingham Coal fields, testified be 
fore the com m ittee th a t the cost cl 
production of pig iron in the Bir­ 
m ingham field was three dollars a 
ton less than in anv other mining 
district in the 
“ habitable 
globe.' 
The witness said th at if the Steel 
Trust had not succeeded in gobbling 
up the Tennessee Coal & Iron, the 
trust could not have entered the 
m arkets south of the Ohio river, as- 
it could not have m et the T. C. & 
I. figures for finished products.
